Prince Napoleon was free to exercise 
in behalf of liberal principles of government and policy all the 
influence of his exalted rank in the imperial family, of his great 
capacity and generous disposition. But he was expected to exercise 
his legitimate influence in а legitimate manner, under the restraint 
of his responsibilities ав vice-president of the Piivy Oouncil. Instead 
Of thie, the prince goes down to Corsica as the representative of the 
imperial dynasty and family, and there invokes the memory of the 
founder of his house sgainst the whole course of policy pursued ia 
elther hemisphere by the reigning Emperor. Tne Emperor's letter 
reacues his cousin from a false position. 1t was a false position for 
Prinoe Napoleon when he signed an abortive protest against the 
coup detat, and when he resigned himself to the splendid servi 
tude of the Palais-Royal. And it has been a false position fo 
him ever since, as an imperialist by necessity rather than 
choice—a dissatisfied Liberal and a satisfied prince of the 
blood, the chief of a dinner-table democratic opposition 
distrusted by the Liberal party, derided even more than 
dreaded by the flatterers and the followers of the Go- 
vernment, powerless әв 8n impulse 
88 an obstecle to reaction. From this false position which 
his promotion to the vice-presidency of the Privy Oouncil 
had not improved, Prince Napoleon is emancipated by the Em-
